ment. A simple game contract 
in hearts was reached at most 
tables, but the North-South pair 


\Vest opened the king of spades 
which was taken by declarer's 
ace. Altho the opening lead 
had exposed him to the loss of 
a spade trick with the ace of 
diamonds still to be dislodged, 
declarer's outlook was not al- 
together hopeless. West's pre- 
emptive bid appeared to mark 
him with a seven card s u i t 
which meant that East had 
only a singleton spade. If he 
also held the ace of diamonds, 
South would have time to de- 
velop that suit for an eventual 
spade discard, for East would 
be unable to reach his partner 
when he- obtained the lead.

Congress in 1962 granted without much 


ado President Kennedy's request to lend up to 
$2 billion additional to the International Mone- 
tary Fund. Nine other nations contributed $4 
billion to formation of a standby pool to stabilize 
the currencies of nations in difficulties with 
their international payments accounts. 


Congressional objection was centered chief- 


ly on opposition to the United States contribut- 
ing to a lending organization from which it 
never had to borrow. But now the U. S., too, 
has become a beneficiary of the fund. 


Treasury Secretary Dillon has announced 


that the United States has made its first with- 
drawal from the IMF in a move to protect the 
country's gold supply from dwindling further. 
So the Treasury now has on hand $125 million 
worth of West German 
marks and French 


francs. 


Hitherto, participating members of the IMF 


converted their dollars into U. S. gold with 
which to repay their loans from the fund. For 
the time being, they will be getting instead their 
own currencies in exchange for dollars. 


The IMF was the outgrowth, largely under 


U. S. auspices, of the Breton Woods Conference 
in 1944. American delegates ,to that meeting 
probably never suspected that one day the U. S. 
would be in debt to the IMF just, like other 
countries.

South Of The Border 


President Lyndon Johnson is scheduled to meet 


With the lame duck President Adolfo Lopez Mateos of 
Mexico over this week-end in Palm Springs, California. 
But a Mexican lame duck chief executive is quite 
different from the U. S. variety. He is a still influential 


-J* 
representative of a party—the Party of Revolutionary 
Institutions—that has no more chance of losing the 
next election (on July 5) than Sonny Liston has of 
being taken by Cassius Clay (strike me pink if I'm 
wrong on this one). 


We hope that President Johnson doesn't get any 


Ideas about how to nail down an election from Lopez 
Mateos. For the Party of Revolutionary Institutions has 
discovered that if a political machine can only "institu- 
tionalize" poverty (a favorite word with Lyndon) it 
can stay in office apparently forever. 


The Mexican government has done a lot of 


good things in recent years. 
It has taken the 


shackles off the middle class, and a bourgeois 
business man now has * real opportunity to start 
• going concern and make money in Mexico. When 
Max Eastman visited Lopez Mateos some years 
ago, he discovered a true friend of free enterprise. 


There is a big "but in all this, however. And that 


"but" is the so-called "ejido" system that is the rule 
in Mexican agriculture. The Mexican Revolution, like 
the Russian Bolshevik Revolution, \vas fought under 
the slogan of "land and freedom." But, like the Rus- 
sian muzhik, the Mexican peasant never managed in 
the mass to get hold of any important acreage for 
himself. 
The big estates were expropriated by all 


those marching generals, Zapata, Villa, Carranza. The 
Mexican Indians sang a sad song about "Quatro milpas, 
tan .solo han quedado" ("four little corn fields, that's 
all 1 have Idft"). 
Only they never got title to the 


four fields. The land was consolidated into collectives 
that are very much like the Soviet Russian kholhozes. 


• 
The Mexican Indians, upwards of three million o£ 


them, now work the "ejidos," or collective farms, under 
the direction of a bunch of commissars of agriculture. 
Because the Indians are poor, dependent and pliable, 
this means guaranteed votes for the Party of Revolu- 
tionary Institutions. Add in the trade union vote, and 
the vote of the employes of Pemex, the government oil 
monopoly, and you have a shoo-in for the candidate of 
the Partido Revolucionario Institucional. 


It's a wonderful racket, if the term is permissible. 


However, the Party of Revolutionary Institutions is not 
bad as shoo-in political parties go. There is a rough 
form of democracy within the party. 


Us members are free to own their own retail estab- 


lishments, their own homes, their own automobiles—and 
this gives them at least a limited taste for the delights 
of freedom. Mexico offers a piquant spectacle of a 
revolution that has adopted the comfort standard. 
If 


only Khrushchev, Castro and Mao Tse-tung would get 
the pitch, we would live in a lot more comfortable 
world. 


Adolfo Lopez Mateos, who will complete his 


legal six years as president in a short time, has 
had the reputation oi being a left winger. Actually, 
he has been an Ike Eisenhower by Mexican stand- 
ards, a confirmed middle-of-thc-roader. 
The true 


leftists tried to keep the Party of Revolutionary

Institution* from nominating Gustavo Diaz Ordaz, 


<'4P 
a good Catholic conservative, as its standard bearer 
In the coming election for a six-year term. Diaz 
Ordaz has the reputation of being pro business and 
very friendly to the United Slates. 


Some 
struggling little parties will contest the 


election come July. There is the local stooge-apparatus 
of the Communist Party, which has no chance of 
winning anything important. There is the National 
Action Party, which is supported by the Catholic 
Church. And there is the National Party of Mexico, 
which is a refuge for individualists. 


The Nationai Party believes in giving the peasant 


Individual title to his land. This party could have a 
future in Mexico, if the bosses of the "ejido" system 
of agriculture could only be tempted to become as 
conservative-minded as the next president, Diaz Ordaz, 
and stop "supervising" the peasant vote, This would 
require a miracle, but it is a miracle that revolutionary 
Mexico has become as free as it is.

WASHINGTON - The most im- 


portant result which could come 
out of the Johnson-Lopez Mateos 
talks is a new tack in out- rela- 
tions with Fidel Caslro. The sub- 
ject is almost certain to be dis- 
cussed. 


The President of Mexico is in 


the unique position where he is a 
good friend of (he United Slates 
and has reasonably friendly rela- 
lions with.Cuba. He personally 
has no love for the grandstanding 
Cuban leader, but his country is 
sympathetic to the Cuban upris- 
ing because Mexico went through 
somewhat Ihe same social revolu- 
tion itself in 1910 when il seized 
American property, just as Caslro 
has done, and had even bloodier 
relations with the United States.

been worse. Lopez Mateos knows 
this, therefore understands the 
bitterness between Cuba and the 
United Stales better than any 
other Pan-American leader. There 
have been discreet queries by 
Mexico in the past suggesting the

How Solid Will LBJ's War On Poverty Be? 


. WASHINGTON - The next big 
test for President Johnson is 
strictly of his own making. Some 
time ago, in his own words, he 
"declared war on poverty." And 
the test will be whether his. forth- 
coming poverty program lives up 
to the phrase the President used. 


The test is extra-important be- 


cause of a strong Johnson idio- 
syncracy. All Presidents 
have 


these quirks. President Eisen- 
hower, for instance, was prone 
to bland announcements that "all 
was for the best in this best of 
possible worlds," at the very in- 
stant when all was obviously for 
the worst. President Johnson is 
also prone to flap-doodle, although 
of a less pernicious sort. 


But precisely because the Presi- 


dent has this harmless quirk, it 
will be extra-damaging to him if 
the poverty program, when finally 
unveiled, has the look of being 
another "Memorial to God," such 
as he recently suggested for the 
nation's capital. 


At the present stage, fortunate- 


ly, there are good reasons to hope 
for a solid, serious program. Only 
a conditional forecast is possible 
as yet, however, because the pro- 
gram -is still evolving. 


The process began on the John- 


son ranch in Texas, during the 
Christmas 
holidays, 
when 
the 


President told his staff that he 
would like to declare war on 
poverty and asked, in effect, for 
a plan of campaign. The problem 
was at first turned over to Budget 
director Kermit Gordon and the 
chairman of the Council of Ec- 
onomic Advisors, Walter Heller. 


In the inlervals of much other 


work, they evolved a plan with 
two main features. Feature one 
was a device already locally test- 
ed by President Kennedy—cen- 
tralizing authority, in order to pin- 
point and intensify all the dif- 
ferent federal social welfare acti- 
vities in specially-deprived areas.

Most important t is a scheme 


for a head-on attack on a prime 
cause of American poverty, which 
is simply illiteracy. At present, 
no less than 220,000 examinees for 
the draft are annually rejected 
because of deficient education. 


One part of the new scheme is 


to guide up to 100,000 rejectees 
into army-managed, civilian-con- 
trolled camps, set up under con- 
tract with the Defense Depart- 
ment in disused military bases.

NUMBERS GAME —.Washing- 


ton's prestige-conscious automo- 
bile owners have a brand new 
area lo demonstrale there "in- 
ness."

ton, D. C., auto tag department 
has been issuing low-number tags, 
from 1 to 1250 to selected persons, 
usually high in government or 
society, or distinguished for some 
other reason.

year, the vehicle department will 
sell for $25 tags that are unique 
for 
their 
letters and numbers 


combination on a first-come, first- 


This means that the 
first fellow who applies for his 
initials on auto tags, accompa- 
nied by the required check, will 
be able to drive a well-licensed 
car. 
A limit of five lelters has 


been placed on such requests, but 
this still leaves a pretty broad 
field for fun-making.

as experiments to change the 
basic social patterns of our urban 
and rural slums. 


Hence, there can be no com- 


plaint about the

of pilot 


projects. Yet complaints will be 
both juslifiable and inevitable if 
the projects themselves do not 
attack the heart of the problem. 


The young people offer the best 


hope of a real pattern change. 
Hence, the heart of the problem 
is the need for dramatic improve- 
ment in the schools in deprived 
neighborhoods.

Allergy to cow's milk is not 


always easy to prove. It is sus- 
pected whenever a bottle baby 
develops diarrhea, vomiting, ec- 
zema, asthma, nasal congestion, 
or hives. Failure to gain weight 
is another clue.

have more common origins. 


The easiest test is to withhold 


milk from the diet for a week 
or 10 days and sec what hap- 
pens. Should symptoms disap- 
pear, milk is started again, and 
if distress recurs, sensitivity is 
the likely explanation.
